Rauchfuss w%s-‘a good natured German, 
without troubles and ‘no cause can be 
assigned for the suicide. He came to 
Selma from Louisville, Ky.,.. several 
years ago, where he has now a living 
married sister and wealthy uncle.

BUSSIAN WOUNDED HONORED 
AT GREAT REVIEW OF AEMY 

‘St. Petersburg, May 22.—Géneral Kuro- 
patkin today sent the following telegram 
to Emperor Nicnolas: 

‘Today. in the presence of all the 
treops here, forming the chief force of 
one of our divisions, a thanksgiving ser- 
vice in honor of St. Nicholas, the mira- 
cle worker, was celebrated. 

“After a te deum, I+ thanked the 
troops in behalf of your majesty for their 
valiant self-denying services and per- 
sonally comunicated to tnem the tenor 
of your majesty’s dispatch of May 20. 
The troops replied with a hearty cheer 
to the wishes I expressed for your ma- 
jesty’s health and long life. 

“The newly created Knights of the 
Military Orders and all of the wounded 
officers and men of tne regiments pres- 
ent were then called out and the troops, 
headed by myself, marched past these 
brave men.”’ 


FENG-WANG-CHENG FORTIFIED 
BY TROOPS OF JAPANESE. 

St. Petersburg, May 22.—A second dis- 
patch -‘from General Kuropatkin to the 
Emperor is as follows: 

“Our patrols and cavalry detachments 
are reconnoitering this side of the Kin- 
Chou range, 75 miles northeast of Feng- 
Wang-Cneng. 

“The Japanese covered their dispositions 
by small advance guards consisting of 
as much @s a regiment of infantry, with 
artillery and cavalry posted along the 
high roads, and as little as two compa- 
nies at important points. Japanese cay- 
alry are seldom scen. 

“From reports received yesterday, I 
have concluded that the first Japanese 
army is concentrated as follows: 

“Two divisions at Feng-Wiang-Cheng 
and its environs, and one division at Ha- 
balin, half way between Siu Yen and 
Feng-Wang-Cheng. 

“It is stated tnat Feng-Wang-Cheng fs 
being fortified.” 

BATTLESHIP OREL SUNK 
BY OPENING OF VALVES. 

Cronstadt, May 22.—The hattle shop 
Orel, which was brought here some days 
ago to receive her main battery and’ to 
be given the finishing touches before go- 
ing into commission, suddenly sunk at 
her anchorage on the night of May 20. 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky, commander 
in ¢echlef of the Baltic sea Squadron, was 
instantly called from St. Petersburg, and 
under his supervision the work of pump- 
ing out and raising the Orel was begun. 
‘The ship was raised this morning and 
was found to be undamaged, save that 
her interior was filled with dirty salt 
water. An examination showed that her 
Kingston valves had been opened, permit- 
ting the water to rush in. It is suggested 
that the carelessness of a workman 
might have heen responsible for the 
opening of the valves, but an investiga- 
tion into the affair is pending. 

While proceeding from Galerni island, 
St. Petersburg, where she was built, tq 
Cronstadt, the Orel grounded in t 
Neva and was hauled off after con 
erable trouble.

SINKING OF BOGATYR . 
BELIEVED BY RUS iANS. 
St. Petersburg. May 22.—Private advices 
received from Viadivostok confirm the re- 
port that the cruiser Bogatyr was run on 
the rocks. Officials claim that they have 


no intimation regarding the incident.

Says Missouri Democrats 
Would Harmonize All Ele- 
ments of Party. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 22.—Mayor Tom 
L. Johnson, of this city, in an interview 
tonight, told why he would like to see 
Joseph W. Folk, of Missouri, the demov- 
cratic nominee for the presidency. 

Mr. Johnson said that, according to 
his view of the political situation, Mr. 
Folk would be a harmony candidate; that 
is, he would unite the factions that 
now adhere to either the Parker or 
Hearst interests, or the principles repre- 
sented by these men. Folk was said to 
be a free man as regards any entangling 
alliance in factionalism. He would be 
agreeable to Mr. Hill and Mr. Cleveland, 
and would be indorsed by Mr. Bryan, 
Mayor Johnson believes. 

The mayor said that his good opinion 
of Mr. Folk did not necessarily mean 
that he favored Mis nomination; there 
are other men, he said, who more neanly 
represent his ideas and stand for what 
he does, but these men would be sura 
to meet with opposition from factional 
interests in the party and would be weak 
as candidates. 

Mayor Johnson said he did not believe 
Mr. Folk was seeking the presidential 
nomination, as that he was as good as 
elected governor of Missouri, but no man 
has ever ,turned aside the pomination to 
the presidency and declined to be the 
leader of a great party.

Jwo Have Been Dividing the Grades 
In Order to Get Support 
From Fund Set Apart 
for the Higher 

Grades. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 22.—(Special.j— 
The recent action of the boards of con- 
trol of two agricultural schools, that of 
the third at Abbeville, and the eighth at 


Athens, dividing. the grades, is more t#- 
reaching than is at first apparent. It 
bas keen the practice of some of the 
schools, if not at all, to supplement the 
money lacking to take care of the lower 
grades from the fertilizer tag fund, which 
js supposed to be applied solely to the 
Instruction in the higher grades. This 
will not be done any longer. The schools 
have been so divided and the same rule 
will apply to all of them, so that the 
lower grades must be supported by the 
regular schoo] fund and cannot be helped 
out by the agricultural department funds. 

It has alsq been determined that 4g- 
riculture shall be taught in 4 practical 
way at every one of the nine institu- 
There will be no half-way meas- 
wres in this. Ground must be provided 
and worked and instruction must be giv- 
en in the actual planting, cultivating and 
gathering of crops. The boards of con- 
trol, a majority of each being at the cap- 
ital, in the persons of the superintendent 
of education, the commissioner of agricul- 
ture and the governor, have determined, 
first, that there shal] be instruction in 
practical farming, and, second, that no 
money shal) be diverted from the agricul- 
tural courses to offset deficiencies in the 
primary grades.

GETTING MORE COMPLICATED. 


Another Court of Judge Peebles Has 
No Calendar. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 22.—(Special.)— 
There is a frésh complication in Robe- 
son county, this also growing out of the 
matter in which Judge Peebles is figuring 
so prominently. A term of court is 
scheduled to begin there Monday, to be 
held by Judge Peebles, but the latter left 
here two days ago for his home, for a 
week's medical treatment. No calendar 
has been arranged for court next week. 
Judge Peebles is to be at Lumberton, the 
county seat of Robeson next Thursday 
to try the eleven members of the bar of 
that county, whom he accuses of con- 
tempt. Evidence in the contempt case is 
being very rapidly gathered by both 
sides. The accused attorneys have half 
a dozen jJawyers at work securing affi- 
davjts to sustain their charges against 
the judge. It is said by many prominent 
men that no matter how the Peebles con- 
tempt case goes it will be taken to the 
state supreme court, and that the next 
legislature will be asked to impeach 
Judge Peebles, 80 that before that high 
tribunal, the senate, the entire matter of 
his conduct on the bench will bo fully 
investigated. 

Sensation following sensation has mark- 
ed his judicia] career since last summer, 
and no judge has ever been the subfect of 
so much newspaper cénsure. It is said 
by friendg of the judge that he will not 
be adverse to impeachment proceedings. 
The sheriff of Robeson county swore that 
Tudge Peebles said regarding the conduct 
of the Robeson county bar in declining to 
@t any cases on a calendar because he 
Was to preside, that “it is the damnedest 
thing that ever happened in North Caro- 
dina.” 

Another remark of the judge concerning 
the Robeson contempt matter was that if 
he could find a judge not interested in 
politics, Or in the Haywood murder case, 
and not a candidate for office and will- 
ing to take the burden of hearing the 
case, then he would let the acused 
choose between that judge and himself, 
but he added he did not know whether 
he could find such a judge or not. Now, 
he says no other judge can try hut him- 
Self. This view of his is not held by 
many able lawyers, who say the case is

Buffalo, N. Y., May 22.—The ministers 
attending the 11€™ general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church in the United 
States of North America, occupied vari- 
Ous pulpits in the city today. The Rev. 
J. Addison Henry, the new moderator, 
preached in the Lafayette Presbyterian 
church. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, of Prince. 
ton, occupied the pulpit of Westminster 
church. 

There was a union méeting of all the 
Presbyterian Sunday schools in the city 
this afternoon. 

Popular meetings were held in the evene- 
ing in the interest of the board of aid 
for colleges, and of the woman’‘s board 
of home missions, and a mass meeting 
for evangelism. 

Rev. S. Edward Young, one of the 
Speakers at the mass meeting for evan- 
gelism, ¢°'° in paft: 

“My ccisident expectation that the 
present step toward union, after mutual 
coficessions, yet without sacrifice of an 
essential doctrine, will eventually unite 
the northern and southern and Cumber- 
land Presbyterian churches in one mighty 
Presbyterian church with something like 
11,000 ministers, 14,000 churches and one 
and a half million members and possibly 
a million more adherents.” 

The proposed union of the Cumberland 
and northern church continues to be the 
absorbing topic among the commission- 
ers to the assembly. The supporters and 
opponents of union are Hning up for the 
contest next Thursday. The oppositio 
will be led by Dr. Francis L. Patton, o 
Princeton Theological seminary; Dr. 
Henry C. Minton, of Trenton, N. J., 
who was moderator of the assembly in 
190i; Dr. J. Ross Stevenson, of New 
York, and General Ralph E. Prime, of 
Yonkers, N. Y. The grounds the op- 
position are the doctrinal position of the, 
Cumberland church and the color line. 

In support of the proposed plan of 
union there will be the stated clerk of 
the assembly, Dr. William Henry Rob- 
erts; Dr. Charles A. Dickey, moderator in 
1900; Dr. Robert F. Coyle, retiring mod- 
erator; Dr. Howard A. Johnston, of New 
York, and Dr. James Abbott, of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson college, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

It ig conceded that a majority of the 
assembly favors union with the Cumber- 
land church, but there is an influential 
minority opposed to union on the terms 
proposed. The opposition is based princi- 
pally on the ground that it would be un- 
wise to attempt to force the issue at thig 
time on the basis suggested, and that it 
may be necessary therefore to modify 
present plans.

Findlay, Ghio, May 22.—As a result of 
Qn explosion in the two drying rooms of 
the Lake Shore Novelty Company’s plant 
here today seven persons are known to 
be dead, five are so seriously hurt that 
recovery is belie¢ved to be impossible and 
tweive or fifteen are injured badly. 

From reports of the physicians ten of 
the less seriously irjured may die as a re- 
sult of blood poisoning from the potash 
that was driven into their bodies. Two 
employees aré missing and are supposed 
to have been blown to atoms. 

The Lake Shore novelty works plant 
covered nearly 10 acres of ground in the 
southwest part of the c'ty and employed 
nearly two hutdred men, women and 
children. Railroad torpedoes and Fotrth 
of July «xplosives were manufactured, 
but owing to the large rush of orders the 
officials of the plant requested the em- 
‘ployees to report for duty today. About 
thirty complied with the request. 

This morning the residents of Findlay 
Were startled by two explosions that 
shattesed windows throughout the city. 
The concussion was felt for miles around. 
Two magazines, in separate rooms at the 
movelty works, let g0 simuttaneously 
with terrible reports. 

The exact cause of the explosion is not 
definitely known. It ts surmised that 
ore of the Sherwood brothers. who were 
the only persons in the dying rooms, 
dropped a large box of torpedoes, but 
this theory cannot be confirmed. 

The explosion occurred shortly before 
the employees assembled for duty. At 
least twenty perscns wre on their way 
to the factory when the explosion oc- 
ourred. Human forms were strewn con- 
giderable distances apart on the factory 
site. 

The body of one woman in the factory 
was picked up 200 yards from where 
the expicsion occurred.

Washington, May 22.—Tne department 
of agriculture has issued a report on 
“The Nation's Farm Surplus,” prepared 
by George K. Holmes, chief of the divi- 


sion of foreign markets. 
It gives $4,500,000,000 as a conservative 


estimate of the value of the farm pro- 


ducts of this country not fed to live 
stock in 1903, on the basis of the census 
The value of the pong 
ducts of this gountry in 
one 6578,470,451 and the aighest value 
reached during the last ¢leven years Was 
$951,628,33! ,in 1901, due chiefly to cot- 
The value of the exported farm 
products of this country is concentrated 
mostly in a few principal products. 

Of it, in 1903 cotton constituted 36 per 
cent, grain and griin products 25 per 
cent, meat and meat products and live 
animals 24 per cent, these three products 
equalling more than 85 per cent of the 
exports of farm products last year. Add- 
ing tobacco, the exports of whica were 
valued at more than $35,000,000, oil cake 
and oil cike meal $19,839.279, fruits and 
nuts more than $18,000,000 and vege- 
table oils more than $16,000,000, gives a 
totai of eight classes of products each 
with export value of more than $10,000,- 
000, that comprise almost 96 per cent 
of the entire farm exports of 1903. 

Within recent years, ending with 1903, 
the coton exports nave been between 
three and. four billions of pounds, and 
the exported fraction of the crop has 
been between 63 and 7! per cent for a 
long series of years. The fraction of 
. the wheat crop exported in the last dozen 
years has been about 3! to 4! per cent 
and the exported wheat and wheat flour 
have yearly averaged somewnat more 
than 200,000,600 bushels since !897, be- 
‘fore which period for many years the 
quantiy was usually 50,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 bushels less. 

Only a small portion of the corn or 
maize crop is exported, as corn, the 
highest percentage, |! per cent, being 
for 1898. Notwithstanding the small 
percentage, tne exported bushels reach 
100,000,000 to 200,000,000. 

The beef exports weighed 385,000,000 
pounds, pork exports 551,000,000, lard

Believed Now That Text of Vatican’s 
Note to Catholic Sovereigns — 
Was Given Olt by Prince 
Albert of Mon- 
aco. 


Rome, May 22.—Vatican authorities 
continue to be agitated over the conflict 
with the French government growing out 
of the protest against President Loubet’s 
visit to Rome, and the recall of M, Nis- 
ard, the French ambassador to the Vat- 
ican, 

The pope said mass this morning in the 
presence of sixty-four Italians and for 
eigners and gave up the rest’ of the day 
to the consideration of the difficulties 
with France, reading clippings from the 
newspagar on the subject. 

The $< "yn authorities hope that M. 
Nisard will soon return to Rome, being 
influenced by the fact that -his family 
is still here. 

The question as to how L’Humanite, of 
Paris, became possessed of the note of 
protest to the other powers which varied 
frOm that sent to the French government 
is daily becoming more interesting. 

It seems to be now certain, as was at 
first supposed, that the indiscretion was 
due to the principality of Monacé, the 
Vatican’s note to which wag stronger 
than that addreSsed to the other Cath- 
Olic states in consequence of the Vati- 
can having been informed that Prince 
Albert, of Monaco, intended to visit the 
king of Italy. 

A further reason why the note to the 
principality of Monaco was more emphat- 
ic, it is said at the Vatican, was because 
that Prince Albert was the friend of Cap- 
tain Dreyfus, who had worked against 
the French government and also because 
the clerico-nationalists were in accord, if 
not in the same field, with M. Jaures, the 
sOcialist leader, who originated the pres- 
ent agitation. 4 

It is said that Prince Albert was of- 
fended because the late Pope Leo, at his 
last jubilee, refused the Peters pence 
sent by Monaco, because the money had 
its source In gambling operations. 

The relations between Prince Albert 
and the Vatican became more strained 
when the latter rejected Professor Ka- 
lein, translator of the works of Bishep 
John O. Spalding, of Peoria, Ills., who 
was proposed by Prince Albert as bishep 
of Monaco. 


Affair Talked in Paris. 
Paris, May 22.—The recall of M. Ni- 
sard, French ambassador to the vatican, 
continues to be the absorbing topic. The 


| ambassador is expected to arrive here 


tomorrow morning, when he will confer 
with Foreign Minister Delcasse and go 
over the details of the rupture between 


‘France and the vatican preliminary to 


the meeting of the council of min‘Sters 
on Tuesday, when a further line of ac- 
tion will be determined upon. 

Contrary to general expectations, Mon- 
stgnor Lorenzelli, the papal nuncio at 
Paris, will not’leave his post. The nun- 
ciature hag given out the following state- 
ment: : 

“Up to the present the nuncio has re 
ceived mo orders to take his leave, al- 
though the state of his health might 
make it desirable. As Rome has no 
taste for replying to provocations, but is 
solely conscious of her rights and duties, 
Monsignor Lorenzelli does not regard the 
eventuality of his leave as proximate.” 

The tone of the socialist papers indi- f 
cate that that powerful element hag 
unged the government to take more e 
treme Measures. Deputy General Ric}-. 
ard saysiun The Petite Republique that 
the matter-must proceed until the con- 
cordat has been ended. M. Clemenceau, 
in L’Aurore, ridicules the granting of 
leave to Ambassador Nisard as being 
wholly inadequate, and says it is a re- 
tall which does not recall, and a rupture 
which does not rupture. 

The sociaHst paper Lanterne complains 
that the government has not. fulfilled 
the promises made to the parliamentary 
leaders that q complete rupture would 
take place, and declares that the leaving 
of a charge d'affaires to carry on routine 
business with the vatican will not be 
satisfactory. There is nothing to do, it 
adds, but to effect a complete withdrawal 
of the embassy and the embassy staff, 
until not a consierge or cook remains. 

The more moderate elements appear to 
be satisfied with the course of the gov- 
ernment, while the reactionary clerical 
papers express regret, with the exception 
of L’Autorite, in which the Bonaapartist, 
Pau§ de Cassagnac, expresses satisfac- 
tion that the church declares open war 
against the republic. 

Little is heard directly of the senti-, 
ments of the clergy. who are practically 
muzzled by their official positions under 
the concordat. 

The Rome correspondent of The Temps 
says that vatican officials circles lay 
great stress upon the fact that the pope 
alone directs the policy of the Holy See. 
When Cardinals Vannutelli, Gotti, Agii- 
arid and Viveshtuto saw the pope on 
Thursday and Friday, according to the 
correspondent, his noliness foreshadowed 
the first stage of the conflict, namely, the 
recall of Ambassador Nisard, but he de- 
clared so energetically that he was rese- 
ponsible to God alone for his actions, 
and was acting thus for the greatest 
good of the church. /

The correspondent adds that First Sec- 
retary of the Embassy de Navenno is ex- 
pected in Rome tomorrow, and that he 
will immediately assume charge of the 
embassy.

As early Tuesday afternoon. his 
nurse was instructed to keep a care- 
ful watch upon all who came and to ex- 
clude all from his apartment, unless it 
could be clearly saown that the vésitor 
hed nothing in hand that could, under 
any conditions, exert, exercise OP ex- 
cite Mr. Plant’s mind. In other words, 
callers who were known by other mem- 
bers of the family to be close friends 
sf the hanker and who came without 
anytaing like a business were to be ad- 
mitted. 

The ettendant was further instructed 
that shoul the patient at any time show 
any signs of uneasiness, excitement or 
irritability during the presence of any- 
one, the attencart was to ask the visi- 
tor to withdraw. 

Morday there were two or three call- 
according. to information now 
obtainable, it cannot he said to be ab 
solutely correct. Facn of these’ the 
banker received, and with each he held 
a short converse. Neither of the visi- 
tors appeared in any way to worry or 
molest the invalid.

He was never 
more that eame Smiling, happy-faced 
man the people of his acquaintanceship 
knew. Though never morbid, not even 
up to his last conversation with his at- 
tendant, he was never the Bob Plant 
those who knew him had grown fond of. 
Sensitive, cautious and guarded, he ap- 
peared to all about him. To no one did

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was made to keep the daily papers from 
him, that morbid condition appeared to 
grow. He realized that the papers were 
being withheld to prevent him from read- 
ing lines that might have been written 
about him, and lines of that character he 
nor no one would like to read about him- 
self were there. Having been a man 
of the worhd, he knew all this. 

A Job’s Comforter. 

The climax may have come Thursday, 
when a visitor laid the situation clearly 
before him. That situation was pictured 
in graphic style. It presented the widow, 
the orphan, the aged woman, the money 
saver, who had lost all. So clear and 
distinct were the colors used that the 
attendag® found dt neceSsary to intrude, 
so that the trend of the conversation 
might be, at Teast, broken if not wholly 
changed. After that visit there was a 
more pronounced change than ever. It 
may ‘be said that right then started the 
beginning of the end. Known as he was, 
from the far off New England states to 
the very end of the peninsular ground of 
the union, there was no One who would 
have ever picked Bob Plant for a suicide's 
death. 

His life, his conduct at home, his man- 
ners in business affairs, all marked him 
as a man who would wait for that end 
which must come to all.

More like one 
asleep, than like one in the cold hands 
of death, looks the banker. There is that 
same pleasant smile, same smooth, even 
placid countenance which have been 
known as Bob Plant’s own all through 
his life. 

Standing beside the form looking upon 
the motionless face an old friend, finds it 
hard to think that what he tis gazing on 
is waiting the grave, that last resting 
place of all before the final call comes 
from the great beyond. Strong men, men 
who have never been Known to show a 
weakness, have today shook with emo- 
tion as they looked long and steadily 
upon the face of the man who through 
life was ever kind hearted, and whose 
last days were passed under a cloud 
which all Macon would now gladly unite 
in uplifting, could that uplifting bring 
back to life the cold, stiff, marble-like fig- 
ure which will soon be part of Rose Hill. 


As To Financial Situation. 

As to the financial end of the sensa- 
tion, there have been no developments 
today. Banks and bankers, merchants 
and clerks, professional men and daily 
wage earners, all are alike imterested, 
and have been ‘n @fscussions as to the 
merits of the case throughout the day. 
But, of course, nothing tangible has been 
the result. It has been simply a rumor 
here and there, and the repetition of new 
rumors, 

Banker Plant, dead, gives his creditors 
a better lien on his Habilities and his as- 
sets than did Banker Plant alive. And 
that is simply the situation in a nutshell. 
To those interested, either directly or 
indirectly, the showing made by the ex- 
aminer made plain what Plant had, out 
of which they could receive so little while 
he was alive. They knew then what the 
change would be were he dead. Now 
that he is dead they all know what they 
may expect unless there is some change 
in the figures by the court officers eitner 
by reason of an error found or a new 
presentation of some quantity heretofore 
unknown. 


Change of Opinion After Tragedy. 

Never was there a more pronounced 
change in the feelings and temperament 
of people shown than was shown here 
during the day Saturday. When the 
failure was first announced there was 
apparent a smoothness, an evenness, a@ 
calmness rarely observed under like con- 
ditions. It was generally known that 
large amounts were involved. But the 
reputation of the PIM pusiness methods 
appeared to carry even thena confidence. 
Though, as I have said, it was known 
the amount would be large, it. was gener- 
ally because of that confidence indicated 
believed that the salvage would be in 
proportion, and losses would be com- 
paratively small. But as time indicated 
that the salvage would be smaller, in 
proportion to the largeness of losses, the 
feelings changed. Then the kind words, 
the words of confidence in the Plants and 
Plant methods began melting away: in 
their place came condemnation.

That feeling of condemnae 
tion disappeared even more rapidly than 
it came. The hearts of the people of 
the city went out to the Plant dead and 
to the Plants alive. There was ut one 
vlew. And-that was that Richard Hazle- 
hurst Plant had taken his own life ‘in 
order that those to whom he was in- 
debted might get their money. Rather 
than live a life surrounded by those whe 
had been brought to want by his failure 
he made up his mind to kill himself. 
So that the life insurance companies, 
an industry with which he had worked 
the greater part of his life, would be 
due his estate at least enough to pay back 
a large portion of the sum he owed.

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CROP AREAS AND CROP CON- 
DITIONS. 


A recent trip through middle Georgia, 
although not a very extended one, was 
sufficient to verify common report and 
newspaper information as to the compar- 
ative area of the cotton crop and the 
general condition and prospects of both 
cern and cotton as well as other less 
important crops. The character of the 
seasons—the weather—hag been practical- 


ly the same throughout the south. The 


+ fainfall was moderate in January, Feb- 


ruary and March—just enough to enable 
the farmers to plow and otherwise pre- 
pare the soil better than has been 
done is several years. In April 
was barely sufficient to continue the 
soil in good workable condition; that the 
temperature was too low for prompt ger- 
mination of seeds of corn and cotton, 
So we have these main features of farm 
conditions up to date: The soil has been 
unusually well prepared, and the farins 
are better cleaned up and in more sight- 
ly condition than for several years. The 
éorn and cotton were well planted and in 
good time, but the weather has been too 
cool and dry for the proper germination 
of the cotton seed. As a result the 
“stafids” are generally poor and in many 
fields not one seed in ten has peeped 
above the surface into the chilly air. 
Many farmers were very short in their 


supply of planting seed and cut down

cotton. We gave them that chance in

ations at the “same old stand,” some- 
what the worse for wear and with great- 
ly demoralized conditions, it did not take 
many years for him to recover, for Amer- 
ica, her prestige as the main cotton pro- 
Cucer of the world. 

It is hard to conceive of a better oppor- 
tunity to establish foreign cotton pro- 
ducing competition than was. afforded 
during the four years of actual War, and 
the demoralized conditions that followed. 
Moreover, one might as well “dart straws 
against the wind” as to try to convince 
the farmers en masse as to their duty 
as a mass. The argument, if it is to 
effect anything, must be addressed to the 
individual farmer..

There 
were a few patches of corn, apparently, 
intended to fill out corners. But the cot- 
ton! It was everywhere else.: Field af- 
ter fleki was cotton, cotton, nothing but 
cotton! Maybe it is well that the crop 
ihas such a poor start. But of one thing 
there is no doubit—a big .crop of cotton 
and a small crop of conn have been 
planted in the cotton states—if we are to 
judge By the facts as they appear in 
middle Georgia. The farmers are saying 
very little about it; they are ‘Sorter’ 


|ashamed of it, as if guilty of doing it 


sneakingly, in view of past experiences 
in making 5 cents cotton. 

Gven now there is a great tnquPy for 
cotton seeds for planting—not for plant- 
ing over, as you might suppose, at least, 
not altogether, but for seal of early va- 
rieties to plant after oats Gna wheat and 
tmack crops. 

Some will dowbtless say that this is 
“tale bearing,’’ or telling secrets; and that 
the tendency of such opinions will be to 
bear the market. So be it. It were bet-

PULPLESS MULBERRIES. 

F. A. $., Deamond, Miss—Incjosed find 
berries from a tree that for years Dore 
an abundamt crop of perfect mubberries. 
Last year about one-third of the fruit 
failed to ripen and became hard like 
those imclosed. This year the entire crop 
was that way. Can you tell me the cause, 
and is there any remedy? 

Answer—The pulpless muiberries receiv- 
ed. Thg freakish character consists in 
the fact that the nutlets, or seeds, 
are of very unusual size—quite as large 
is gmall grape seeds—and with no eédi- 
ble pulp.

SHDLF-SUCKING—TO PREVENT.

Answer—It is advised to cut the gruds 
as low in the ground as practicable dur- 
ing the Aatter part of August—when it 
is dry’and hot. The sprouts that will 
then put forth will be feeble and will not 
mature sufficiently to. withstand the 
severe fréezes of winter. Rest assured 
that the moon has nothing to do with it, 
nor the signs of the zodiac. 


(l.) CABBAGE BUGS. (2.) POTATO 
BEETLES. 


c& \V. H., Chickamauga, Ga.—I mail 
with this letter a viol containing two 
kinds of bugs for which you will please 
give Me names and best way. of fight- 
img them. One we find on our potatoes, 
and the other, the broad terrapin colored 
one, is trying to devour our cabbage. 

I would appreciate a personal answer 
at an éarly date as they are giving us 
much trouble. 

Answer—({i.) The hug that infests your 
cabbage is cdlled the Harlequin cabbage 
bug. There is no way to poison it that 
will not also injiire the cabbage, because 
the bug inserts its beek {nto the cabbage 
leaf and sucks the juices from the in- 
terior, alff® does not eat the cabbage 
leaf itself. These bugs are fond of every 
species of THé “cabbage family, including 
muStard, radish, turnip, shepherd’s purse, 
pepper grass, etc. But they seem to be 
more fond of the“mustard than anything 
else. A very good way is to DlAnt some 
mustard around the garden in the fall, 
and leave a few dozen plants to grow 
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throug the winter and sprimg. The U™gs 
that are left over during the winter will 
seck these ~mustard plants in preference 
to anything else, and lay their eggs on 
them, where the young bugs, or the eggs 
themselves, may be destroyed very easi- 
ly. While they have. commenced to in- 
fest the cabbage plants, the only reliable 
and effective method is hand picking. 
Catoh the bugs and drop them in a 
bucket containing water and kerosene 
oil; also the eggs which you will find 
generally of “Me underside of the leaves 
in clusters of about twelve gr fourteen. 
Each egg is about the size of a pin 
head, and in the shape of a beer keg, 
and striped around to represent the 
hoops. I am surprised that you have not 
seen directiong for destroying these in- 
sects before. 

(2.) An article was prepared a few 
weeks ago in The Weekly Constitution 
in regard to the potato bugs. All that 
fis necessary is to mix up one pound of 
Paris grean either with water, at the rate 
of five ounces of Paris green and six 
ounces of ordinary air slacked lime to 
50 gallons of water, or mix one pound 
of Parix green with about 30 pounds of 
cheap flour, or @™= road dust, or prefera- 
bly air slacked Mme. If you use the 
liquid it ghould be applied with a spray 
pump, or Tt may ¢ ddtfie Wio. a whisk 
broom, If applied dry it may be done 
through a flour sifter, or a perforated 
can, or a bag made of sleazy cloth, and 
should he applied in the early morning 
when the dew is on. Every farmer and 
gardener should have a small spray pump 
for the purpose of spraying different 
plants with preparations of poison for 
destroying Thsects. The application sheuld 
ibe repeated if it apears to be necessary. 
One applicatiot’ 7m my own potato patch 
destroyed most of the Dbugs, but the 
poison Stoulé<®e repeated as often as 
bugs are found on the tops, in order to 
destroy the entire colony and so practi- 
cally prevent an attack next : Ee.

I am not vble to say which 
is the better of two preparations, neither 
of which is known. There are many kinds 
of roofing paints and several different 
preparations of tar. The editor is not 
much of a judge of paints and timber 
preservations. I find a preparation of 
creosote and tar (gas tar) an excellent 
preservative of fence posts and other 
timbers that must come in contact with 
the ground. : 

2. I cannot say with confidence what is 
the matter with the pig. It is probably 
pleurisy, a frequent disease of pigs. It is 
hardly worth while to prescribe at this 
late date, as the pig has either recovered 
or is past help. 


SUGAR CANE BEETLE. 

B. F. F., Pushmataha, .Ala.—I inclose 
some bugs that are cutting Iny corn and 
some stalks cut by them. They cut it 
under the ground, going in from the sur- 
face, as indicated by a little hole. They 
are very numerous in my field. So far 
none discovered in any other field. My 
field is low swamp land, somewhat 
sandy, part in cotton for Mst two years, 
part lying out, grown over with broom 
Sage for last five years. Bugs worse on 
the broomsage part. This.is a new enemy 
to our crop, being the first ever dis- 
coveerd. At first I thought it was the 
bud or drill worm, but on examination 
discovered these bygs. The stalks wilt 
and die the same as when attacked by 
drill worm. If you know anything about 
this new pest please let us know through 
The Constitution. :

Is it probable 
he will give out, or can I do something 
to prevent lameness, and drive him. 1 
drive him 28 miles three days in the week, 
5 miles per hour. He rests the Others, If 
you think I can do anything for him 
and continue to drive him please give 
me a remedy. Jf you think it best to 
get rid of him please advise a subDscrib- 
er. 

Answer—See answer to “Old Subscriber” 
in isgue of May 16, under head of 
“Splints on Mules’ Legs.’ It is not 
probable that you can cure disease while 
continuing to work the horse, especially 
driving at the rate of five miles an hour. 

First, give rest until lameness and 
soreness disappear. Rub on strong tinc- 
ture of iodine three or four times a day. 
1 If the lameness persists after a week Or 
ten days of this mild treatment resort 
must be to blistering with cantharides. 
Mix 2 drams of cantharides and |! ounce 
of vaseline and rub well in a little of 
it, and keep the animal’s head tied up 
for 24 hours. Then wash off the oixztment 
and grease with clean lard. Repeat the 
blister in two wetks or when it gets well, 
and continue as long as may be neces- 
sary. 

SIDEBON BD,

a horse about five years old, and he has 
a ringbone. It is just partly around his 
hoof.

Answer—If the bony enlargement is 
‘partly around his hoof’’—indigcating that 
it ds just above the edge of the hoof 
it is a ‘“‘sidebone.’”’ I would make fre- 
quent applications of cold water, tfollow- 
ed by rubbing on a little strong tincture 
of iodine, for a week or ten days. if 
still lame rub in well a little of an oint- 
ment of 2 drams of cantharides and |! 
ounce of vaseline. Let it remain (with 
the head tied up) 24 hours, and then 
wash off amd dress with a little clean 
lard. Repeat every second week. If it 
does not remove the lameness in two or 
three months you may resort to the ac- 
tual cautery—the firing iron. 


BUYING FERTILIZER. 

J. E. Boone—I will trouble you again 
with an inquiry about fertilizer. I have 
written to you several times about it, but 
please bear witl me one more time. We 
farmers have been advised to buy our 
material in car lots, but we have never 
succeeded yet: I (we) wrote to the broker 
whose name you gave me in April, 
1903, and receiver very’. satisfactory 
prices on his stuff; but it being too late 
to order for that season, we thought we 
would be all right next time; accord- 
ingly I wrote to him (Mr. A. A. 8., Aft- 
lanta) early in 1904, and receiver quota- 
tions very much higher, in fact, an un- 
reasonable advance, it being quoted at 
ten dollars ($10) in 1903, and fourteen 
and one half dollars ($14.50) in 1904, or 
an advance of $4.50 per ton, this ‘s 
on 16 per cent acid, freight not Included, 
making it some two dollars ($2) more per 
ton than it did to get a merchant to or- 
der it for us. I wrote to two other com- 
panies. From one I received an evasive 
answer; from the other I was referred 
to the local dealer. It seems that there 
is some sort of an agreement between 
the dealers and brokers by which we are 
forced to pay the middle man’s profit. 
Now what in yvour opinion can we do to 
prevent it? Thanking you for past fa- 
vors, 

Answer-—-Your letter open up a very 
important fielq of inquiry. For many 
years I have been urging upon farmers 
the expediency of buying the proper iIn- 
gredients (the ‘“‘raw materials’’) and mix- 
ing their fertilizers at home according to 
formulus that are based on carefully con- 
ducted experiments made at the Experi- 
ment Station. I cannot explain why the 
prices quoted you this season were 
$2 per ton higher than you could get 
through a merchant because I do not 
know all the facts. I do know, however, 
that 16 per cent acid was not more than 
$2 per ton higher in 1904 than It 
was in 1903. At least it did not cost me 
more than that. Probably the best way 
to do would be to ask different .com- 
peting dealers to submit bids on a given 
grade of materials, on a cash basis, de- 
livered at vour nearest depot. Cash 
always, commands lower prices than 
credit.

Answer—Inagthe article referred to in 
the issue of February 15, I wrote: “Rut 
a farmer should be careful not to mix 
ashes with acid phosphate unless all of 
the ingredients be perfectly dry, because 
of the danger of the lime and potash of 
the ashes causing a reversion of the 
soluble phosphoric acid. The same cau- 
tion should also be observed, not to mix 
ashes with rotted stable manure.’’ The 
recourse obviously would be to haye the 
ingredients dry. If not then put the 
ashes in the ground first and then the 
other ingredients. The potash in ashes 
is full equal to any of the potash salts, 
so far as quality and effectiveness are 
concerned. Muriate is nearly always the 
cheapest form of potash. 


ITHYCERUS NOVEBORACEUSIS. 

J. M. L., Yonah, Ga.—Please tell 
through your paper the name of the 
bugs in the little box, and how to get 
rid of them. They are cutting the leaves 
and young twigs and gnawing the bark 
off of the limbs on my young fruit trees. 
They cut the buds on the under side of 
where the little limbs put out. The or- 
chard is on fresh land. 

Answer—The insect is a bretle called 
(in the books) ithycerus noveboraceusis. 
You need not risk breaking your jawbone 
trying to pronounce the name. It is re- 
lated to the white pine weevil. and also, 
but less closely, to the curculia, to the 
Mexican boll weevil and other snout 
| beetles. The remedy has been provided 
except those that have been recommend- 
ed for cuculio. The best remedy wil] he 
found in the future protection of our 
native insectiverous birds.

Answer: The symptoms as described 
by you indicate that your neighborhood 
has a visitation of the fatal disease 
known as “Black Quarter,” or “Black 
Leg.’ There is no effective treatment, 
and resort must be had to sfartary means- 
ures and to inoculation with prepared 
Black Leg vaccine in order to protect 
the animals not already attacked. You 
and your neighbors should asx the state 
authorities of the experiment station 
(Fayetteville, Ark.), to send a compe- 
tent veternary surgeon to give advice in 
regard to disinfection end other sanitary 
measures.

‘We sometimes import mattings from 
Yokohama,” he said. ‘‘Last year we 
had a shipment from Japan via Seattle 
and the freight rate all the way from 
ene. ges Birmingham was only $1.83 
a hundred, le from. Birmingham -to 
Atlanta | ‘ds: 
possibly cost. nearly half as much to 
bring the shipment less than 200 miles, 
as it does for more than 7,000 miles, 
-ig beyond me. . This year: we had a 
similar shipment from Japan, but had it 
brought clear across the continent from 
Seattle to Norfolk, and thence to Atlan- 
ta, securing a lower freight rate than 
was possible by way of Birmingham. 
To my mind this is an injustice to At- 
lanta and some remedy ought to be found 
for it” 

Similar experiences may be found in al- 
most every large house in Atlanta which 
receives large shipments from a distance, 
and disclosures of many instances of 
this kind were made before the rail- 
rcad commission at its hearing. The 
commission now has this matter in hand, 
but on the subject of interstate rates 
is waiting to hear the answer of the 
railroads which will be filed on June 21. 
It will not wait until that date, however, 
to pass upon the petition of the At- 
lanta freight bureau regarding rates 
within the state. The next meeting ot 
the commission will be held on May 27, 
and it is probable this petition will be 
taken up at that time. The freight bu- 
reau has asked that rates be reduced 
between Atlanta and Savannah and be- 
tween Atlanta and Brunswick in both 
directions, and in connection with this 
the commission will have to decide 
whether a reduction of the rate as asked 
will necessitate a proportlenate reduc- 
tion in rates to intermediate points. The 
action of the commission on this sub- 
ject is awaited with much interest.

No Boom For pita 

The United States supreme court 
has handed down. an opinion which 
— | clearly ‘and unmistakably upholds the } 
national statute enacted recently by 
congress, providing for the suppres- 
sion and deportation of dangerous for- 
eign anarchists. Since the case on 
which this decision was rendered was |} 
specifically ‘instigated by the. anar- 
chistic body as a test of the new law, 
it will serve emphatic notice on all 
prospective visitors of incendiary po- 
litical stripe, that this country will not 
tolerate their rabid mouthings or even 
their presence. 

The case in point was the ontcome 
of the action of the New York immi- 
gration authorities in expelling John 
Turner, a notorious Englisiganarchist, 
from this country. Turner first visited 
the United States in 1896, leaving a 
trail of lurid adjectives wherever his 
peregrinations reached. At that time 
there was no compact law to’ place a 
quietus on him. He returned in Octo- 
ber of last year, and was arrested in 
the middle of-his first speech in New 
York and removed Ellis island. His 
arrest was on a warrant sworn by Sec- 
retary Cortelyou of the bureau of 
commerce and labor, who acted on 
the very explicit warning received 
from the English authorities. Turner 
was released on a substantial bail and 
returned to Europe, while his fellow 
anarchists in this country raised a 
fund to test the constitutionality of the 
law under which he had been deport: 
ed. The main contentions of the com-

interpretation: 

It is, of course, true that if ah alien is 
not permitted to enter this country, or, 
having entered contrary to law, is ex- 
pelled, he is in fact cut off from wor- 
shiping or speaking or publishing or pe- 
titioning in the country, but that is mere- 
ly because of this exclusion therefrom.

To 
appeal] to the constitution is to concede 
that this is a land governed by that su- 
preme jaw, and, as under it the power to 
exclude has been determined to exist, 
those who are excluded cannot assert the 
rights in general obtaining in a land to 
which they do not belong as citizens or 
otherwise. 


Answering the plea that Turner was 


| an. “active” anarchist, the chief jus- 


tice says: 

Even if Turner, even though he did not 
So state to the immigration board of in- 
quiry, only regarded the absence of gov- 
ernment as a political ideal, yet when he 
sought to attain it by advocating, not 
simply for the benefit of working men 
who are justly entitled to repel the 
charge of desiring the destruction of law 
and order, but ‘‘at any rate as an anar- 
chist,” the ‘‘universal strike’’ to which 
he referred and by discourses on what he 
called “the legal murder of 1887,” re- 
ferring to the Spies case, and by address- 
ing mass meetings on that subject in as- 
sociation with Most, we cannot say that 
the inference was unjustifiable, either that 
he contemplated the unlimite realization 
of his ideal by the use of force, or that 
his speeches were incitements to that 
end. 

All of which pretty conclusively 
demonstrates that while the United 
States will preserve its generous pol- 
icy of free speech and unrestricted 
entrance to desirable aliens, it will not 
not do so at the expense of the safety 
of its executive officers and its insti- 
tutions. As Chief Justice Fuller terse- 
ly declares, “as long as human gov- 
ernments endure they cannot be de- 
nied the power of self-preservation.”’ 

The deplorable tragedy at Buffalo 
was not without its indirect benefit, if 
it has taught the people of this nation 
that their government is not $0 omnip- 
otent that it can afford to offer an 
asylum to the lawless, murderous riff- 
raff of the old world. At the same 
time, the straightforward confirmation 
of the law passed so closely following 
the assassination of President McKin- 
ley, will go far toward preventing the 
planting in American soil of constant- 
ly menacing problems.

Japanese v. Russian Patriotism 

The sharp contrast between the ea- 
ger patriotism of the Japanese and the 
active indifference of his own sub- 
jects, is said to have given rise to 
gloomy forebodings in the mind of the 
czar as to the future of his country, 
even should he be able to manipulate 
a victory in the present war. 

According to authentic reports, the 
Japanese display 4 wonderful alacrity 
to risk their lives for “Dai Nippon.” 
Numerous and reHable instanees of 
self-abnegation are given in support of, 
this statement. It is related that a 
Japanese mother, told that her son 
could not go to front because of his 
obligation to support her, deliberately 
committed suicide in order that there 
might be no possible .blemish on ais 
soldierly career. Another illustration, 
is one which has to do with the pecu. 
liar Japanese fatalism, whereby de- 
parting soldiers deliberately burn all 
their bridges in cheerful anticipation 
of certain death at the hands of the 
enemy. In this specific instance, it 
appears that the father of a large fami- 
ly had disposed of his household 
goods and distributed his children 
among relatives and*friends that they 
might be taken care of—with one ex: 
ception. He discovered that one little 
12-year-old daughter remained and 
that there was no possible manner in 
which she could be Honorably main- [ 
tained without imposing on his friefids 
or kinsmen. To avert slow starvation 
for the child and enable him to pro- 
ceed to the front with his command, 
he took her life with his own hands. 
_ Any number of wealthy and influen- 
tial Japanese, it is said, exempt from 
military service, have sacrificed bril- 
liant and lucrative occupations to en- 
list as common soldiers, Still further 
cases are reported of unfortunate 
young men, barred by physical infirmi- 
ty from active service, suiciding in 
preference to remaining inactively at 
home.

A 
large percentage of the. floating ele- | 
ment of Russian population, disappear- | 
ed over the frontiers into adjacent na- 
tions just as soon as war levies be- 
came imminent. Others even among 
the substantial classes, speedily re- 
sorted to all kinds of dadges and ques- 
tionable devices to eyade service in the 


-Far East, while many of those unfor- 


tunate enough to be caught secretly 
bemoaned theib ill-luck. So pronounc- 
ed became the movement toward the 
frontier, that the, authorities resorted 
to a cantellation ‘of all passports to 
Russian subjects, hoping thus to stay 
the flight of the unwilling natives. 
About the only class on whom the czar 
can depend, it is understood, is com- 
posed of ex.serfs; moujiks or the low- 
est stratum of peasants. In tve main, 
this contingent is reported to be of 
low intelligence, little understanding 
the causes for the war and driven by 
a passionate religious fanaticism, 
which even repressive internal meas- 


ures have been unable to suppress. 


None of the epochal wars of his- 
tory have been won by troops scourge4d 
unwillingly to the front. While there 
have béen alien divisions in many of 
the world-conquering armies, they 
have only served as mechanical aux- 
iliaries to the sturdy, home-loving 
warriors intimately concerned in the 
glory and prestige of their fatherland. 
So that the “little father” has good 
reason to abhor the present war. Not 
only has it thus cost Russia enor- 
mously in lives and treasure, but it 
has opened his eyes very cruelly to 
the weakness of Russia as a cohesive 
force in. time of national peril.

The aim of The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord in securing this broad, general dis- 
cussion of the possibilities of cotton 
growing as affected by the selection 
of seed, treatment of soil and labor 
supply has been to present to the 
world a full survey from every point of 
view of this great question now: com- 
manding such worldwide attention. 
This pamphlet also contains the statis. 
tics of cotton production, consumption 
and average price for the last seventy 
years, with other carefully compiled 
data bearing on the consumption of 
cotton in this country and Europe. 

The dominant note throughout the 
discussion is that, despite the deterio- 
ration of seed, which is admitted by 2 
large number of writers, and the short- 
age in labor supply, the south will be 
able gradually to meet these condi- 
tions and to increase its production of 
cotton sufficient to enable it to retain 
the world’s supremacy. 

As to the bugaboo of foreign compe- 
tition, The Manufacturers’ Record de- 
clares that it is an impossibility, save 
on the high pampas of the Paraguay 
and Parana rivers in South America, 
where cotton equal in quality with that 
of the south is possible to be grown. 
Our Baltimore contemporary adds, 
however, that “‘such competition can- 
not possibly arise within the next fifty 
years.” 

If anything is clear in the editorial] 
analysis of the cotton situation by the 
Manufacturers’ Record and the admir- 
able symposium of expert opinion it 
presents, it is that the southern cotton 
grower no longer faces the old prob. 
lem of overproduction. Indeed, the new 
problem is to produce enough of the 
fleecy staple to approximate the 
world’s demand. . 

There would seem to be no doubt 
that the south’s productive capacity 
is gradually growing less, owing to 
soil and seed deterioration and the 
diminishing labor supply. On these 
heads The Magufacturers’ Record de- 
clares: 


If our soil is neries its productivity by 
reason of the faulty tenantry System, a 
change must be worked out. 

If the seed are losing their fertility by 
reason of the best being sold to the mills, 


‘we must meet that issue and rectify it. 


If there is a growing scarcity of farm 
hands by reason of the development of 
indystrial interests, thus making it im- 
possible with our present supply of labor 
to increase ‘our cotton crop, it becomes 
of international importance to turn the 
tide of white immigration from Europe 
to the south, that the Italians, Portu- 
gucse and others may make up the sup- 
ply of farm labor to do this work. 

The south must get ready. to raise an 
average of 14,000,000 to 15,000,000 bales 
of cotton a year within the next five or 
ten years, since the growing consumptive 
requirements of the world absolutely de~ 
mand an increase in cotton’ production as 
large as that. 


As for the coming year, it is certain 
that the consumptive demand will ap- 
proximate 12,000,000 bales, and equal- 
ly certain that the productive supply 
will not exceed that limit, if, by any 
possibility, it can reach it.

The re- 
sult is that competing European ex- 
porters, who make a special study of 
these things and go out of their way 
te please the Chinese merchants, cap- 
ture the lion’s share of the Oriental 
trade. 

Consul General Guenther, report- 
ing from Frankfort, says that long ex- 
perience in other countries convinces 
him that Americans do not take time 
enough to study the conditions when 
they seek to build up a foreigh trade. 
A Japanese consul makes the same 
complaint with, reference to that 
country. He says our exporters per- 
sist in mailing. advertising circulars 
to the Japanese in English, whereas 
the German and British firms use the 
Japanese language for the purpose. 
American trade, he declares, could be 
speedily doubled in Japan if proper at- 
tention were paid to such details. As 
it is, many lines of American goods 
cannot meet European competition in 
the Japanese markets. 

The same complaints come from our 
consuls in Latin-America. And yet, in 
spite of these palpable commercial de- 
fects, our. exports increased during 
the past fiscal year. It is clear that 


all the manufacturers of the United |. 


States need do to find a ready and 
profitable market for their surplus 
stocks abroad is to study the wants 
of the foreign trade carefully and 
meet them with pruverbial Yankee 
tact-and ingenuity. If we are to be- 
come a great world-power in trade we 
can do nothing less than this, and it 
is high time to begin a radical reform 
along this line. 

' This done, arfd consular reform ¢s- 
tablished through the merit system, 
there is every ground to believe that 
American commerce will lead that of 
all competitors across seas, to the in- 
creased prosperity of our people at 
home and the great prestige of the 
Stars and stripes abroad.

A Dangerous Man. 

The Chicago Journal, which belongs 
to the republican household of faith, 
is inclined to shy at the imperialistic 
and present presidential. incumbent 
and to exact some “safe and sane” 
pledges from him, apropos, before 
risking him with an administration of 
his own. The Journal declares it 
wants no “war lord” in the White 
House and says: 


The friends of the president should in- 
sist that he make public his attitude in 
world affairs. Among the conservative 
members of his own party as well as 
among citizens who differ from him polit- 
ically, there is a firm belief that his de- 
sires run naturally to war. During the 
century and a quarter that the United 
States has. maintained its sovereignty 
there has been one rulé of supreme im- 
portance which has been enforced by all 
presidents—the mle of noninterference in 
foreign affairs. There should be no de- 
parture from this policy. The United 
States should under no circumstances he- 
come involved in foreign wars, and the 
president and his friends should sea t& 
it that the platform of the republican 
party speaks in no uncertain terms upon 
this important subject. 

Our Chicago contemporary has de- 
liberately pinched the republican par- 
ty’s tenderest corn. Few intelligent 
observers of President Roosevelt’s of 
ficial conduct with respect to foreigu 
relations and matters that show a ten. 
dency toward imperialism and mili- 
tarism, which are synonymous, by this 
time doubt his similitude to Ger- 
many’s .“war lord,” temperamentally 
and in the nature of his ambitions. 
And these intelligent observers are 
by no means restricted to the demo- 
cratic party. 

‘President ‘Roosevelt, by reason of 
the fact that he is serving out the of- 
ficial term of his lamented predeces- 
sor, is more or’ less bound to con- 
Servatism, especially since he made 
pledges on a certain memorable occa- 
sion in Buffalo and is a candidate for 
election to the high office he now 
holds through fortuity, Let him once 
enter upon a term of his own in the 
white house and there is every rea- 
son to fear, from his official recocd 
and known nature, that he will be- 
‘come a positive menace to the peace 
of the nation. The presidential office 
has powers quite too large for even 
a level-headed, conservative man. A 
man of Mr. Roosevelt’s stamp, exer- 
cising and magnifying those powers, 
is simply not to be trusted with them. 

This is what the American people 
know and will guard against in the 
selection of their next chief magis- 
trate.

house of representatives at the capitol 
for the purpose of formally nominating 
State house officers, electing delegates 
to the national convention at St. Louis, 
nominating electors for president and 
vice president of the United States, and 
transacting such other business as may 
cOme before the party. 

The coming convention promises to be 
One of the largest held in years. Many 
of the counties have named more dele- 
Gates than the actual number in which 
they are entitled, but, of course, the 
vote of each delegate is cut down ac- 
cordingly. For instance severa) countles 
entitled to four delegates, or four yotes 
in. the convention, have named twelve 
and in one or two cases as many as 
twenty delegates. This cuts the vote of 
@ach delegate down to one-third or one- 
“fifth of a vote as the case may be. But 
they are all interested, and it is prom- 
ised that every county in the state wil] 
have a good representation. There will, 
doubtless, be from 500 to 600 delegates 
crowded into the hall of the house of 
representatives when the convention js 
called to order by Chairman E. T. Brown. 

Hon. J. J. Spaulding, of Atlanta, will 
be chosen temporary chairman of the 
convention, he having no opposition for 
that position. Permanent organization 
will then be effected, the credentials of 
the delegates being passed upon, after 
which Hon. M. J. Yeomans, of Daw- 
son, will be chosen permanent chair- 
man of the convention. Mr. Yeomans an- 
nounced his candidacy for this position 
about two months ago when it first be- 
came known that Hon. E. T. Brown 
would not stand for reelection as chair- 
man of the party. There has Since been 
Some talk of opposition to Mr. Yeomans, 
but all that has disappeared now, and 
Mr, Yeomans will be unanimously chosen 
On the first ballot. 

The returns from the recent primary, 
held April 20, will be presented to the 
convention by Chairman Brown, and the 
g°vernor and other state house officers, 
judges of superior courts and solicitors 
— will then be formally nominat- 
ed. 


Delegates to St. Louis. 

The most interesting feature of the 
state convention’s work will be the se- 
lection of delegates to the national dem- 
ocratic convention at St. Louis. 

Chief interest centers, of course, in 
Georgia's big four, the @elegates from 
the state at large. These will be clected 
directly by the convention, while the 
district delegates, two from each con- 
greSsional district, will be nominated by 
the counties composing the _ respective 
congressional districts, and then elected 
by the convention. 

Fight well known Georgians are now 
prominently spoken of in connection with 
the positions of delegates at large, but 
of course, only four of these can 
chosen. The eight now before the public

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are Congressman John W. Maddox, ss 
Rome; Congressman J. M. Griggs, © 
Dawson; Hon. C. R. Pendleton, of Ma- 
con: Hon, James M. Smith, of Oglethorpe; 
Hon. J. R. Gray, of Atlanta; Colonel J. 
H. Estill, of Savannah; Judge H. H. 
Perry, of Gainesville, and Judge Joel 
L. Sweet, of Waycross. Others may ap- 
pear in the ring before the convention 
meets, but at present all the talk cen- 
ters arOund those here named, Each 
district will select the two delegates al- 
lowed it, present thelr names to the 
convention and they will, doubtless, be 
named without question. 

Next in point of interest to the choice 
of delegates from the state at large is 
the question as to whether the Georgla 
delegation will go with or without in- 
structions. There is a wide difference of 
opinion on this point, It is confidently be- 
lieved that the Georgia delegation will 
zo to St. Louis with a view of following 
in the wake of New York state and 
casting its yote for Judge Alton B. Park- 
er. Indeed there is qa clamor in many 
sections that the delegation should go in- 
structed to do this, while others think 
that the convention should content itself 
with passing resolutions indorsing Judge 
Parker and leaving the delegation a free 
hand to follow in the lead of the ma- 
jority, though under the unit rule, in 
the event there should be unexpected 
developments and the tide of the conven- 
tion should be turned towards another 
candidate. One of the most interesting 
discussions in the convention will un- 
doubtedly develop on this point. 

The only other feature of interest be- 
fore the convention is the nominating of 
an electoral ticket for president and vice 
president of the United States, The 
delegates from the counties composing 
each congressional district will nominate 
the elector for that district and these 
nominations wil] be confirmed by the 
convention. 


Will Not Be a Candidate. 

Frank M. Stafford, of Barnesville, has 
withdrawn from the field as a candidate 
for elector from the sixth congressional 
district. It was generally conceded that 
he would be the elector from the sixth, 
everything pointing to his selection by 
the delegates from that district. But 
owing to the fact that he is a director 
in the national bank at Barnesville, and 
does not feel that he would be author 
ized in resigning, he has decided to 
withdraw his name from consideration. 
The question of the eligibility of national 
bank directors as members of -ue elect- 
oral college was recently raised in New 
York state, where three democratic elec- 
ters who held such positions were with- 
drawn from the ticket because it was 
feared that by remaining on it they 
would jeopardize the interests of tle 
party. Mr. Stafford, who is a well known 
democrat, and one of the most popular 
men in his section, did not desire to take 
any risk in this matter, and as his busi- 
ness interests would not permit him to 
resign as a national bank director, he has 
decided not to permit himself to be chos-

mission. . 

Of the members of the chamber of 
commerce committee F. J. Paxon, W. G. 
Cooper, E. O. Miles and R. S. Wesseis 
reached Atlanta yesterday. Wylie Pope, 
chairman of the co ittee, went on to 
New York, while Hon. John Temple 
Graves went west to deliver a lecture. 
The committee from council consisting 
of Councilmen E, VY. Carter and J. Sid 
Holland and Alderman Harwell, went 
to St. Louis to visit the exposition pbe- 
fore returning, and will reach the city 
today. ! ; 

The result of the committee‘s trip to 
Pittsburg is that the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, which has a 
membership of 3,000 and in which is 
represented practically every large man- 
ufacturing establishment in the United 
States, will hold its next annual conven- 
.tion In Atlanta in May, 1904, and the 
officers of the assOciation have pledged 
themselves to bring here as large an 
attendance for that occasion as is pos- 


sible. 
How the Work Was Done. 

Messrs. Paxon and Cooper and other 
Atlantans who have returned spoke en- 
thuSiastically yesterday of the results of 
their trip. 

“Our delegation arrived in Pittsburg 
Monday, May 16,” said Mr. Cooper, “‘and 
went right to work conducting a syste- 
matic campaign to bring the manufac- 
turers to Atlanta in 1904. We had al- 
ready sent on for distribution among the 
members a jot of the pamphlets on At- 
lanta published by the chamber of com- 


merce, and these prepared them for our - 


coming. We carried with us a supply of 
Georgia buttons which were... promptly 
pinned on the cOats of delegates, and 
everything looked like Georgia from the 
start. 

“Besides Atlanta, St. Louls, Buffalo, 
Milwaukee and New York were mention- 
ed as candidates for the next conven- 
tion, but when the time came for: the 
eledtion Atlanta had scarcely any oppo- 
sition. Buffalo wag never nominated, ond 
St. Louis and New York withdrew in 
Atlanta’s favor. One of the delegates 
- from New York placed that city in nom- 
ination while another got up and spoke 
for Atlanta. Milwaukee was the oniy 
city which strongly urged her claim. The 
Milwaukee delegates claimed it was her 
turn last year whén she lost to Pitts- 
burg. 

“When the time came for taking the 
vote Wylie Pope asked the privilege of 
presenting Atlanta's invitation, and 
Councilman Carter read invitations from 
Governor Terrell and Mayor Howell. He 
then asked that the convention give Hon. 
John Temple Graves the floor. Mr. Graves 
then read invitations from President R. 
F. Maddox of the chamber of commer e 
and from President J. K. Orr of the 
Greater GeOrgia Association, and follow- 
ed with one of the best Speeches he has 
ever made. He carried the convention off 
its feet and was frequently interrupted 
by outbursts of applause. 

“The vote was then taken and made 


unanimous in favor of Atlanta. This was’ 


the last action of the convention; and it 
then adjourned to go on the boat ride. 

“There is no doubt that the delegates 
were delighted with the idea of coming 
to Atlanta and the officers of the asso- 
‘lation have promised to do everything 
In their power to bring as large an at- 
tend@nce here as is possible. Atlanta did 
not promise’ anything except that she 
would give the delegates and _ visitors 
the time of their lives. We showed them 
that this was the best place for the con- 
vention to meet and Mr. Graves’ speech 
capped the argument with conviction. 

“Thomas P. Egan, of Cincinnati, the 
first president of the association, was 
with us throughout the fight and dia 
some good work for Atlanta. George C. 
Smith, president of the Westinghouse 
Flectric COmpany, gave us much Aassist- 
ance in the work also, and was quite 
active in Atlanta's behalf.

The property to be sold consists of a 
number otf lots on Madison street, about 
25 feet wide and of different depths, 
fronting directly across the street from 
the plaza of the new depot, and two lots 
near the junction of Madison and Ala- 
bama streets, that is just beyond the fire 
department headquarters and the old ice 
house on Alabama street. 

This property was purchased many 
years ago by a number of preminent At- 
lantans, among them the late Henry W. 
Grady and W. A. Hemphill, who believed 
that in time to come the union depot in 
the center of the city would come to be 
inadequate for the uses of the large city 
to which Atlanta was growing. 

The property was bought at a small 
price, and the purchasers formed a syn- 
dicate, which they called the Central Real 
Estate Company.

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PARK PURCHASE 
TOBE DISCUSSED 


Today. for That Purpose, 


Mayor Howell Is Favarable to the 
Proposed Purchase of Piedmont 
Park Provided North Atlanta 
Ie Brought Into the 
City Limits. 


There will ( be a special meeting 
city council this afternoon at 3 o'clock 
provided by a resolution last Monday pre- 
sented by the special committee on Pied- 
mont park, of which Martin Amorous is 
chairman. The meeting is called for the 
purpose of considering the purchase of 
Piedmont park by the city. One propo- 
sition for the purchase of this park is 
contained in the first portion of the reso- 
lution offered to city council last Monday. 
This provides for the retiring of $60,000 
bonds now outstanding and $39,000 in 
common and preferred stock of the Pied- 
mont Park Exposition Association, mak- 
ing $99,000 in all. 

Many stock holders have already donat- 
ed much of their stock and the majority 


of the $39,000 is involved in-.the settle- 


ment of estates and held by individuals 
who are not able to donate their interests 
to the city. 

Piedmont park includes 185 acres of 
land, and is covered with many large au- 
ditorlums and buildings of the greatest 
value to the city of conventions, which is 
a distinction Atlanta has enjoyed this 
long time, and will continue to enjoy. 
These buildings also offer exceptional ad- 
vantages for the holding of fairs, exposi- 
tions and iarge assembiles of all kinds. 

ayor Howell’s Position. 

Mayor Howell is in favor of the pur- 
chase of the park providing that North 
Atlanta be annexed at the same time, and@ 
in this way becomes liable to the city 
taxes which will be a part of the revenue 
for the improvement and continuance of 
the property. The mayor is of the opin- 
ion that except for the additional taxes 
whic will be derived from the proposed 
annexation, the present financial condi- 
tion of Atlanta does not warrant the pur- 
chase of this magnificent playground. 

It is probable that this opinion of the 
mayor will play an important part in the 
discussion regarding the purchase, which 
will be the business of the special meet- 
ing called for this afternoon. 

That the price for the park offered to 
the city is a bargain there are none to 
dispute. During the past 15 years im- 
provements have been made that have 
actually exceeded $100,000, while the 
property itself is valued on conservative 
estimate at twice the price at which it is 
offered through the generosity of many 
public-spirited Atlantans, who have only 
the best interests of the city at heart. 

Indorsement of Chamber. 

The Mmeefing today promises to be not 
only an important, but an interesting one, 
as many of the most prominent citizens 
of the city have become actively inter- 
ested in the question. At the last month- 
ly smoker of the chamber of commerce 
resolutions indorsing the purchase of the 
park were passed. At a mass meeting of 
citizens held later, the same action was 
taken, and W. L. Peel, Dr. R. D. Sapld- 
ing and J. K. Orr were appointed a com- 
mittee to go before the city council and 
urge that the park be purchased. 

While some of the members of council 
have admitted their opposition to the 
purchase and the mayor is favorable only 
providing that North Atlanta is annexed 
and made a part of the city, there are 
many advocates who are both enthusias- 
tic and confident that such pressure will 
be brought to bear at today’s meeting 
as will insure the passage of the neces- 
sary municipal legislation for the pur- 
chase of the park and the great exposi- 
tion grounds, together with their build-

Americus, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—Sev- 
eral arrests of well known Americus 
negroes resulted today, growing out of 
the mysterious murder of Miles Barnett, 
a wealthy Americus negro, in srunswick 
two weeks ago. Barnett went to Bruns- 
wick on the usual negro excursion, car- 
rying with him nearly a thousand dol- 
lars in bills, which he flashed freely. 

His body was: found floating in a la- 
goon there two days later 

The “Americus police have secured suf- 
ficient information to warrant the ar- 
rest of the negroes jailed here, and all 
will probably be carried to Brunswick for 
trial. One negro has also been arrested 
there. The arrests here today caused a 
sensation among Americus’ negro popu- 
lation.

Each Rider Does Better 
Behind Favorite Pace 
Maker. 


Give a bicycle rider the pacemaker he 
prefers and he will ride a great race. 

Give him one in whom: he ha@ little 
confidence and his showing will be ex- 
tremely poor, 

This desire on the part of each rider to 
be paced by different favorites was 
brought out recently when Jack Prince 
was making arrangements with Butler to 
ride Walthour in Atlanta in June. 

The only difficulty came when Prince 
suggested that Hoffman pace Butler in 
his races here. Butler entered a de- 
termined objection at once, 

“I want to wir the race with Wal- 
thour,’’ said he, ‘‘and I intend to do all 
I can 1o win it. And I have got to have 
the pacemaker I want or I won't have 
a chance to come in the money. It ig 
Saunders or nobody for me.” 

And so it will be Saunders who will 
pace the old veteran of the track, even 
though Saunders will cost Butler in the 
neighborhood of $200 more than Hoffman 
would, and the two pacemakers are about 
equal in skill. 

Every rider has his superstitions, just 
as actresses are said to be afflicted. Jim- 
my Michael, when in his prime as a 


e 


‘rider, was never satisfied in a race unless 


he was wearing a little pair of old shoes, 
full of holes, and unless he had Hoffman 
pacing him. He always used a certain 
saddle and handle bar. 

A pacemaker is one of the most im- 
portant adjuncts to a race. The man 
who paces a rider must be about as skill- 
ful a rider as the man who follows him, 
and he must know his rider absolutely 
So as to be able to do the right thing at 
the right time. 

Much of the success of Walthbour is 
due to the excellent pacemaker who has 
worked with him in his races. Paced by 
Lawson, Waithour has ridden many races 
in France and, Germany, and won all 
save one, whicn was lost through an ac- 
cident to the motor. 

At present Walthour is having his 
troubles. Lawson has fallen in love with 
France and wants to stay in that coun- 
try until Walthour returns to France in 
the fall. The Atianta rider is afraid he 
will lose many races if his pacemaker 
doesn’t come with him, and is using every 
effert to induce Lawson to come. 

It is the same in the case of Harry 
Caldwell, the Manchester _Glant, . who 
holds the record for 50 miles. His pace- 
maker is named Ruden. Ruden was for- 
merly-a street car conductor, but finally 
began tq work at the motor and became 
expert with it. 

He has come into. prominence in the. 
bicycle world through his excellent work 
pacing Caldwell. in order to secure his 
services the Manchester Giant is obliged 
to pay him a certain per cent of his win- 
nings in addition to his regular salary, 
so he ig making a good thing out of it. 

The same thing holds true of all the 
riders. Harry Elkes favored Hoffman; 
Leander wanted to be paced by Albert 
Champion; Joe,Nelson prefers Bennet or 
Hunter, and Butler, Saunders,

GOOD PLAYERS 
IN NEW LEAGUE 


All the South Atlantic Teams 
Are Being Strength- 
ened, 


Augusta, Ga., May 2!.—(Special.)—This 
week’s play in the South Aflantic League 
has caused many changes in the standing 
of the clubs, with the exception of Co- 
lumbia, which remains persistently at the 
tail end of the procession. 

The Augusta team has been strength- 
ened a great deal and has moved up a 
notch or two in the count.

It is said that Strouthers is after Hol- 
lingsworth, the Atlanta shortstop, who 
was succeeded by DeMontreville. In case 
Hollingsworth 1s secured, Thorton, who 
is really an outfielder, but who has been 
doing spectacular work at short at times, 
will be sent to center, and Hogue let go. 

Roth, the Augusta catcher, is the boss 
of the league in this place. He bats like 
a fiend, throws like a Japanese rapid-fire 
gun, and knows the game thorortgenhly. 
Strange to say that the catcher who 
ranks next to Andy Roth in the South 
Atlantic {is Lehman, of Charleston, a 
man who suffers horribly with St. Vitus 
dance. His contortions and grimaces are 
really painful to the grand stand, and 
yet he rarely makes an error in the 
game, and few men can gteal second on 
him.

COLLINS SELLS 
TO VANDERBILT 


Negro Who Owned Six Acres 
in Midst of Biltmore Makes 
Trade. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 22.—(Special.)—For 
ten years, ever since George Vanderbilt 
began his great improvements at Bilt- 
more, near Asheville, the newspapers 
have had stories about his efforts to oust 
Charles Collins, colored, who owned 6 
acres of land in what may be called the 
heart of the Biltmore estate. It was 
claimed that Collins had refused to sell 
his cabin and land at any price, and 
that he had been offered as much as 
$50,000, but had refused it. Mr. Vander- 
bilt made a personal statement that he 
had made no such offer, and had had no 
trouble with Collins, to whose occupancy 
of the land he did not object at all, 
Collins being a very quiet man. The 
matter has now taken another turn. 
Collins, who is quite old, having rentel 
the 6 acres to another negro. The re- 
sult is that Mr. Vanderbilt’s manager has 
bought the little estate, payjng a really 
fancy figure for it, one part of the agree- 
ment being that he will build for Collins 
a Nouse elsewhere and keep the sama; 
in repair during the old negro’s life. 
Collins is over 60 years of age and was 
born a slave.

General Subject: Jesus’ Discourse 
on Earthly vs. Heavenly Wealth. 
Special subject: The Real Values of 


Life. 
Text: “And he said unto them, 


take heed, and beware of covetous- 
|ness, for a man’s life consisteth not 
‘in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth.”—Luke xii, 15. 


Larke tells us that Jesus Was one day 
delivering, to an immense multitude, a 
discourse on courege. He was telling 
His disciples that Gs evangels of truth 
they would encounter all sorts of oppo- 
sition, that bigoted Pharisees would, ar- 
raign them in the synagogues for hetesy 
and irreligious men would ‘hale them ¢b- 
fore the civil courts as disturbers of the 
peace, but that they should be brave 
and calm. Jn the midst of His sermon, 
a man in the crowd rudely interrupted 
Him with the cry, ‘‘Master, order my 
brother, that he divide the inheritance 
with me.”’ 

The interruption, and spirit of the man 
who cried out for a decision against his 
brother (for that is what the words lit- 
erally mean), furnished the Master the 
occasion and the subject for one of the 
longest and richest discourses that has 
been preserved for us. It has been call- 
ed “The Discourse on EBarthly v. Heaven- 
ly Wealth.” 

“Man,” said Jesus, addressing the in- 
terrupter, “who made me a judge of 
divider over you,” and then, turning to 
the crowd, He said: ‘Take heed and be- 
Ware of covetousness: for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.”’ 

Before going more fully into the mean- 
ing of these words, it may be well for 
us to look for one moment for the rea- 
eon for Jesus’ refusal ot interfere in the 
property dispute of the two brothers. 

We cannot draw the inference that the 
Master was indifferent to wromgs and 
injustices in the division of property. He 
was profoundly concerned with every 
question of right and wrong, but He was 
concerned in a different way from the 
judge and executioner. His business was 
not so much to weigh evidence and-point 
out justice, or to take from the oppressor 
and give to the oppressed, as to assert, 
implant and imepire the principles of 
“love, unselfishness and order’ that would 
make injustice and oppression impossi- 
ble. If he could succeed in that He 
would make overreaching as hateful to 
the brother with the opportunity to seize 
the entire patrimony, as being overreach- 
ed was grievous to the bfother who was 
left penniles:. The younger brother who 
cried out “give a decision against my 
brother’ implied that the elder was 
greedy, but the form of his words and 
the circur.siafices of his interruption be- 
trayed the fact that he was himself 
moved equally by the spirit of avarice. 
Jesus gave a principle that was intended 
to cure both clder and younger. 

Hiss words contain tWo great. truths. 
|. Man’s life 1s not derived from, nor 
measured by, the abundance of his pos- 
sessions. 2. Covetousness is the enemy 
of ilfe. 

These words fall upon our ears with a 
sound of familiarity, but to Our hearis 
they are well nigh as startling as they 
were when, two thousand years ago, the 
Lord of life first uttered them. 

Life ig not measured by the Size of the 
fortune amassed! No, says the preagher, 
and mo assents the congregation on Sun- 
day. But on Monday the preacher asks 
one of his members, "Who was the 
stranger in your pew yesterday?’ "‘That,”’ 
Says the layman, ‘“‘was Mr. So-and-So, 
who has just moved here. I think, from 
his remarks yesterday, that he will unite 
with our church.” “Ah!"‘ says’ the 
preacher, “he i> splendid looking fel- 
low. What is his. business?” “J don’t 
think he does anything. His father left 
him a fortune,” says the layman. ‘‘What 
is he worth?’ says the preacher. ‘Half 
a million dollars,’ says the layman. ‘I 
noticed,” says the preacher, “another 
stranger on your left. Do you Know 
hom?” “Yes,”’ says the layman, “Ne is a 
doctor that lived here years ago, but for 
several years has been making special 
study of some disease among the poorer 
classes of London and has come home to 
practice his profession.’ ‘“‘And what {ts 
he worth?’ asks the preacher. ‘“Noth- 
ing,’ says 4he layman, “he isn’t worth 
a dollar. He has spent everything he 
had on his education, his investigations 
and charity practice.”’ 

And yet men are not to be measured 
by possessions! 

“Who is that richly 
by in the gorgeous chariot?’ asks an 
observer of a citizen of Rome. ‘Why, 
do you not know? You must be a 
stranger in Rome. That is Nero, the em- 
peror.”” “What is he worth?’ asks the 
stranger. ‘“‘A hundred million denarii,” 
answers the Roman citizen. “I was down 
at the Mammertine prison a moment 
ago,”” says the stranger, “and saw a Jew- 
ish prisoner in the dim light of the dun- 
geon writing a letter to friends at Phil- 
ippi. Do you have any idea who he is?” 
“Very likely,’ says the Roman citizen, 
“that is” the celebrated Jewish-Chris- 
tian preacher, Paul, who has attracted 
so much attention in many of the largest 
cities of Syria, Macedonia, Asia and 
Greece.’ ‘‘What is he worth?’ asks the 
stranger. “Not a drachme,” says the 
Roman citizen. 

Accor@ing to this standard of value, 
Herod was worth a million and John 
nothing. Pontius Pilate was worth a 
million and Jesus of Nazarath was not 
worth two mites. Barnie Bernato, the 
African gambler, was worth twenty mil- 
lions and General Booth was worth noth- 
ing. Cecil Rhodes was worth fifty mil- 
lions and George McDonald wogth noth- 
ing. Jay Gould and Stephen Girard and 
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Leland Stanford were worth millions, and: 
Phillips Brooks and Ralph Waldo Emer-_ 


son and Alexander Stephens were worth: 
nothing. Hetty Green is worth a mil- 
lion and Frances Willard was not worth 
anything. Rockeféjler and Vanderbilt and 
Carnegie and Morgan are worth millions, 
and even billions, while Francis Peabody, 
Daniel Gilman, Lyman Abbott, J. M. 
Buckley and Charles B. Galloway are not' 
worth enough to count. 

Thus the world reckons life, and esti- 
mates success. He is successful who has 
amassed a fortune, he is a failure who 
has piled up no riches. 

But when we stop for a moment to 
think, we know better than that. We 
know that Homer, blind and poor, who 
walked about the cities of Greece, sing- 
ing his epics, but finding no place that 
would acknowledge his citizenship, and 
Socrates, ugly and poor, who taught the 
youth of Athens truth and virtue, were 
worth more than every inch of Grecian. 
dirt from Mount Olympus to the Mediter. 
ranean sea. We know that John Milton, 
blind and poor, and William Shakespeare, 
holding the horses of polite gentlemen 
before the theater doors in London, were 
worth more than the soil of the entire 
empire over which floats the folds of the 
union jack. 

Men “1¥e not stopped at estimating the 
value of human life in dollars and cents, 
but have ¢arried this standard to the na- 
tions. Every day we hear patriotic cit- 
izens boasting of the greatness of our re- 
public. We hear them saying: ‘‘During 
the thirty years following 1860, we creat- 
ed and accumulated forty-nine thousand 
million dollars—a thousand million more 
than the entire wealth of Great Britain. 
We have today one hundred billion dol- 
lars of natural wealth and ninety-five per 
cent of this has been created during the 
last sixty years. We are now piling up 
wealth at the rate of seven million dol- 
lars a day.”” We hear Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie in his “Triumphant Democracy,” 
giving, in successive chapters, the chief 
evidences of the greatness of the United 
States. He tells us that during the thirty 
years, from 1860 to 1890, the increase 
lias been: 

In population 99.2 per e¢ent, $81,443,321 
to $62,622,250. . 

In value of land, fences and buildings, 
97.29 per cent, from $6,645,045,007 (esti- 
mated), to $13,110,031,384. 

Value of farm implements and machin- 
ery, 123.47 per cent, from $1,089,329,915 
(estimated), to $2,418,766,028. 

Manufacturers—Capital invested, from 
$1,009,855,715 (estimated), to $4,600,000,- 
000. 

Value of products, $1,855,861,676 (esti- 
mated), to $8,700,000,000. 

Steam railroads—miles, 28,920 (estimat- 
ed), to 163,597. 

Steam railroads—assets $%1,867,248,720 
(estimated), to $10,278,835.746. 

Assessed valuation of real estate and 
personal property, $12,084,560,005 to $24,- 
651,585,465. 

We are told that the assessed value of 
the wealth of New York alone aggre- 
gates £3,650,000,000. We are told that 
we have: 

200 persons with 20 millions. 

400 persons with 10 millions. 

1000 persons with 5 millions. 

2000 persons with 2% millions. 

6000 persons with { million. 

Along with this Tncrease in wealth has 
come the lust of empire. For the ‘last 
five years our newspapers and magazines 
have been filled with such words as “Im- 
perial America,’’ ‘‘America’s Manifold 
Destiny,’ ‘‘America’s Providential Open- 
ings,’’ ‘‘God’s Manifest Decrees for Amer- 
ica,’’ and we have been told a thousand 
times over that our republic can never 
attain to the high position which- should 
be reached and held by her until she in- 
creases her navy and enlarges her stand- 
ing army till in munitions of war she out- 
ranks the nations of the world. The am- 
bition is to make America a great world 
power, as if, for generations, she had not 
already been one of the greatest world 
powers. Fora century, the United States 
has been a great world power, and at the 
fime time an object lesson of peace to 
the nations of the earth. And how did 
she become so? By building warships, 
gunboats, torpedo boats and by piling up 
coast ‘defences? No, the United States 


has attained to her priority among the 


nations practically without a navy. Was 
it by her military system, by her large 
standing army? Not so. We have been 
free from militarism and, until recently, 
have escaped the dreadful evils and bur- 
densome expenditures of a standing army. 

We must never forget that a nation’s 
life does not consist in its wealth, its 
armies or its navy, but {fn the honor and 
integrity of its citizens and in its ability 
and willingness to serve other nations in 
a spirit of love. 

But the Master tells us further that 
man’s life is not derived from his posses- 
sions. As He expressed it. “Even in a 
man’s abundance his life is not from the 
things which he possesseth.’’ To the 
mind of Jesus, real life is whet one is— 
his character, and this is independent of 
and not to be confused with the accli- 
dental traspings of fortune or things. 
Jesus made a play upon the words ‘‘life’’ 
and ‘‘possession’’ in this text. The 
Greek word zoe means either ‘“‘life’’ or 
“goods.” “Beware,” said Jesus, ‘‘of be- 
ing confused by that word. The two 
meanings of it are by no means identical. 
Man’s life must not be identified with hig 
possessions. One may have abundance 
and still live a miserable, poverty-stricken 
life. He may have what the world calls 
a fortune, and yet die like a pauper. On 
the other hand, a’ man may have not 
where to lay his head and yet have a 
life that is regal and robust. He may 
be poorer than the foxes of the field and 
the birds of the air, and yet live on, and 
live on, and live on.’’ 

A test of life’s real possessions may 
be found in this: Can what you call your 
wealth be destroyed by fire or storm? 
Can you be separated from it by death? 
If so, it cannot be said to belong to you, 
for the day in which it will be taken 
away from you is close at hand, and on 
that day you will be poor indeed. 

In the Beatitudes, Jesus drew for us 
the picture of one who has real life, who 
fe rich in things toward God. Every 
quality which He there described ag en- 
tering into the character of the success- 
ful man, the blessed man, the man of 
abounding life, is a quality which is in- 
dependent of time, place and circum- 
stances. “Blessed,’’ gaid He, “are the 
open-minded,’’ and a man may be open- 
minded and eager for truth in poverty 
or wealth. “Blessed are they that mourn,’’ 
and pain and suffering come alike to 
rich and poor. “Blessed are the meek,” 
and the man in affluence or the man with 
nothing may identify his will with God's. 
‘Blessed are they that hunger and thirst 
after righteousness,’’ and rich or poor 
may be equally filled with the supreme 
desire for doing food. And go with the 
others. Real life is superior to the acci- 
dent of fortune. 

The Greek words méke plain to our 
mind a distinction which Jesus drew of 
life, as our English words fail to do. 
There were two Greek words which are 
translated ‘“‘life’’ in English. The one {js 
goe and the other is psuche. The word 


soe ig often found joined to the wofdg 


“eternal,” “everlasting;” the word 
psuche, never. Jesus speaks of “giving. 
his life,”’ laying down his life,” ‘“‘losing 
his life," for his disciples, or for the 
world. In all these passages the word is 
'psuche, or animal life. He never speaks 
of “giving up’’ or “laying dow#@” the zoe, 
for that had come to mean honor, in- 
tegrity, moral wholeness, virtue, charac- 
ter. He urges us to “take no thogsht for 
the life (psuche), but He urges us to 
take great care of life (zoe). Jesus con- 
céived of man as living one life (psuche), 
Or mere animal existence, and as capable 
of living another and higher life (zoe). A 
man may have the first without the 
second. He may continue to live the sec- 
ond after the first has stopped. 

Jesus warns us not only against the 
danger of confusing life with mere pos- 
sessions, but also against the greed for 
possession. ‘‘Guard yourselves,‘‘ says He, 
“from .covetousness.” Hig words mean 
that the love of ‘“‘things’’ rather than 
moral and spiritual qualities is destruc- 
tive to high life. The word ‘covetous- 
ness,”” which stands in our minds as 
synonymous with avarice, cupidity, greed, 
means literally ‘fa passion for more and 
more.” What is the danger in covetous- 
ness? In what way is it an enemy of 
life? How does it hurt us? 

In the first place, it degrades one’s esti- 
mate of himself. The covetous man sets 
a higher value upon things than he does 
on himself, for he is willing to give him- 
self for gold. This is foolish from the 
standpoint of an _ individual, because, 
however small or insignificant a man 
may be as compared with his fellows, to 
himself he is worth more than all the 
gold in all the veins of the earth. Noth- 
ing outside of one’s self can be so great 
or so valuable as to justify one in barter- 
ing himself for it. ‘The miser does not 
sO much possess Bis money as he js pos- 
sessed by it. To “any man with a proper 
estimate of life values—self, moral whole- 
ness, honor, integrity—in a word, .char- 
acter on the divine gatterns, is worth 
more than the whole material universe. 

In the second place, covetousness leads 
one to undervalue and despise others. 
The covetous man has not as his supreme 
object in life divine character for self 
and unstinted service for his fellows, but 
the bringing into one pile the wealth of 
the world and writing above it, ‘‘Mine, 
mine.’’ In order to do that he is willing 
not only to sell his own life, but to use 
men, women and little children as 
soulfws machines to further his ends. 

Third—Covetousness inevitably results 
in unhappiness. One's desires always 
outrun his powers of gratification. One’s 
greed for more and more is beyond the 
Possibility of satisfaction. In the realm 
of the desires man is like God, infinite, 
and as the universe Is a, ,fincte one, he who 
seeks to satisfy his desires with mere 
things is doomed to disappOintment. If 
he possessed the whole cosmos, he would 
not be satisfied. Carlyle used to say that 
happiness or satisfaction in the realm 
of the desires is like the fraction 1-2, 
tn which the numerator stands for what 
one has and the denominator for what 
one wants. Looking at ‘his fraction, man 
decides that he will bring the numerator 
up to equality with his denominator 
when his fraction shall stand 2-2 and 
he shall be whole-happy. So he begins 
work, bending every energy to accumu- 
late more and more and prescrtly he 
finds that he has raised his numerator 
to 2 and he looks to see if he is whole- 
happy, when to his great surprise he 
finds that while he was busy at work 
with the numerator his denominator has 
increased to 8, and now his state of 
happiness is represented by the fraction 
2-8, and he is only half as nearly sat- 
isfied as when he began. And so the 
process goes on to infinity. If he should 
bring the numerator up to 8, he would 
find the denOminator had jumped to 64. 

Some of you know this truth already 


‘ers 


well enough by your own experience, Oth- 
of you have seen it illustrated by 
numbers of men of your acquaintance, 


/and the pages of history are filled with 


the names of those who have made the 
fatal rNistake. Alexander the Great prom- 
ised himself that he would be happy 
when he had extended his dominion 
over a neighboring province, but find- 
ing that he was not satisfied, he pushed 
his conquests step by step until, at last, 
he stood upon the rim of the world 
where, forgetting the possessions with- 
in his grasp, he wept because there 
were no other worlds to cOnquer. 

Fourth—Covetousness destroys the 
sehse of grace and delicate refinement. 
It blinds the eye to beauty. It dulls the 
ear to harmony. It sheds a poisonous 
atmosphere in which sweetness and 
sympathy droop and die. Like Judas, it 
can witness an anointing of love and 
coldly calculate in dirty pennies the 
price of the wasted perfume. When we 
contemplate the scene in the little home 
at Bethany, we are not surprised that 
of the twelve who asSociated intimate- 
ly with Jesus, Judas was the one to 
barter his Lord for $12.80, the price of 
an untrained slave. Rtn over in your 
mind the avaricious people you have 
known—How have they impressed you? 
Did they provoke your love?. Were they 
happy? Were they fond of little children? 
Did their wives have light hearts and 
smiling faces? Did society bless them? 
When they died were there many Sincere 
mourners to drop tears upon their cof- 
fin lid? Are there many that carry 
wreaths of fresh roses and lay them 
upon the little mound beneath which 
their bodies rot? Or were they not cold, 
hard. narrow, unsocial and ‘sourvisaged? 
Did not men avold them’ while they 
lived and did not the community heave 
a sigh of relief when they died? 

The master’s warning, ‘““‘Bew@are of cov. 
etousness,’’ is timely, Of all the Sing 
that wreck men, no one approaches so 
stealthily and none binds us with cords 
so strong. It masks itself as an angel 
of Mght. It calls itself by the fine names 
“frugality,” ‘“‘wise providence,’ “‘reason- 
able economy,” “‘commendable prudence,” 
“thoughtful féresight.” Even while heap- 
ing to itself ever more and more mil- 
lions, it lays the flattering unctlon to its 
soul that it is only making provision for 
a rainy day, as if life's ‘‘rainy day” would 
jast for millenniums. 

Probably there is no sin which has tak. 
en hold on 80 Many men and women, 
and yet there is no sin so seldom con- 
fessed. I have known a few men to con. 
fess the crime of murder, a few to con- 
fess the crime of hate, a few to ac- 
knowledge the fact that they were guilty 
of lying, a few that they “were guilty 
of adultery. I nave even heard One man 
confess to theft, mut, while I have known 
many that appeared to be eaten up with 
greed, I have never known one to con- 
fess It. 

While it appeals with especial seduc- 
tiveness to the rich, it is by no means 
Peculiar to them. It seizes and holds 
the poor also. The elder brother, who 
held the entire patrimony, was greedy 
with his fortune; the younger brother, 
who cried out for a division of the prop- 


erty, was greedy without it. 

Although there is no period of life that 
is free from the temptation to covetous- 
ness, it is a sin peculiarly of old people, 
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It. fattens on failing health and wasting

stroys in the evening of life, wnen the 
day of productiveness has closed. Many

e rough sea of animal passion, lying, 
theft and prodigality has been, at last, 
wrecked when nearing the very harbor, 
by the shipworm of greed which, during 
all the years, has honeycombed the hulk 
with its ceaseless boring. A generous old 
age is as rare as it is beautiful.

For 
this and this aléne is what is meant by 
Matholic faith; one arfd the same faith, 
submission’ to off€ and the same author- 
ity throughout aij nations, 

And the work of that day Is stilf con- 
tinuing. This festival does not merely 
commemorate a, fact which is wholly 
of the past. If the words of Christ are 
true, as they must be, when He saig of 
the Holy Spirit, “He will abide with you 
forever,”” then the day of Pentecost is 
stiJl continuing its work and what oc- 
curred upon that first day when the Holy 
Ghost came down is still going on. Do 
you want any proofs of this fact? 

Do you ask for any outward manifesta- 
tion of the truth that the Holy Spirit 
is still doing Hig work in the church? 
YOu see the proof in the very fact of the 
existence of th® church, and in her con- 
tinuing her work so steadily and suc- 
cessfully in spite of all the strong and 
obstinate oppression of the world. Ask 
the reason of her success in propagating 
her kingdom throughout the world; ask 
why she claims the gift of infallibility, 
and exercise it so constantly; why 
in general councils, or in other utter- 
ances of the church through the succes- 
sor of St. Peter, she is able to declare 
positively what is to be believed and 
practiced, and gains the obedience and 
assent of so many millions of faithful

THIS WHITE MAN 
TURNING BLACK 


Very Strange Case Puzzles 
Doctors at a London 
Hospital, 


“The strangest case in the London hos- 
pital at present is that of the white man, 
Thomas Goss, who is gradually turning 
black, says the Express. 

Ile was taken, there yesterday from 


the Poplar and Stephney sick asylum, 
where, as stated in yesterday’s Express, 
noe has been an inmate for the past three 
vears. 

He now lies at the end of a row of 
patients in the Bedford ward—an old, de- 
crepit man of 66, with worn face and 
emaciated hands, his skin of a grey- 
black hue, looking like that of a negro 
slightly bleached. His close cropped hair 
is white, and he has a tain white beard. 
His voice is very weak and he is part; 
ly aeaf. 

Thomas Goss was born in Bedfordshire 
and about thirty years ago he came to 
London to work as a J4#borer. ' 

“IT am very comfortable here,’ he said 
to an Express representative, who visit- 
ed the ~-edside of the black-waite man. 
‘I have pains in my legs and it seems 
to catch me here,” he added, placing his 
hand on his side, ‘‘but I am able to get 
about a bit. Only I fee] pretty weak.”’ 

Asked when his skin began to turn 
color, he said: “It’s more than taree 
years ago. 1 was working at Millwall 
docks. When the other men began to 
tell me about my skin 1 came to the 
London hospital as an out-patient as 
long as IL could. 
had to go to the sick asylum, where thev 
did everything for me, but tney couldn't 
find out what was the matter. 

“Any numer of doctors used to come 
there and see me, but they could never 
find out what was wrong. Now, I've 
come here, and I hope they will find out. 
It's the right place to come to for that.” 
he said, ais eyes brightening at the 
thought that the skill of the London hos- 
pital doctors would cure him if any- 
thing could. 

What is the matter with Goss the Lon- 
don nospital doctors have not yet found 
out. It may take several days to dis- 
cover, even if they succeed in ascertain- 
ing. Meanwhile the staff are reticent 
for they have a case of exceptional char- 
acter in hand before they have thorough- 
ly investigated it. 

“But JI do not mind saying that I have 
never seen a man tais color before,”’ said 
one of the doctors; “never anything like 
it. Cases of pigmentation are not very 
rare, and arise from various diseases. 
But I have never seen @ man whose skin 
was so colored.’’ 

Goss has rapidly, become an object of 
great curiosity among the large hospital 
staff. 

One well known cause of pigmentation 
is Addison's disease. Although it has 
been known since 1855, no cure has yet 
been found for it. It generally runs for 
about two years, and ends in the death 
of tne patient after gradual emaciation. 
The patient’s skin becomes bronze cuol- 
ored; in fact, the disease is alternative- 
ly known as ‘bronzed skin.’ But whether 


Goss is suffering from “bronzed skin’’ is | 


not yet known. The disease is described 
as being rare, and characterized by pro- 
gressive debility and emaciation, with 


increased pigmentaion of the sttin.” «

“Second, there is a human equality er 
a point at which the rich and poor meet 
together upon the plane of physical life. 
There may be a diversity in stature, color 
etc., but all men are made alike es8en- 
tially. There is but little difference in 
the anatomy of the human body in the 
various races of men. The, resemblance 
is so striking that we are driven to the 
conelusion that all men and all races 
must have the same grigin. They must 
have come from the same stock. 

“While we may not like to claim kin 
with the black man or.the yellow man, 
yet it is a fact that they are born of 
our bone, 2 weesh of our flesh. We are 
all of one blood. They are our broth- 
ers. The rich and poor, the high and 
low, the white race and the blaek, and 
the yellow and the red meet together 
upon the plane of a common origin as to 
their physical organisrh. 

“Third, the rich and poor meet to- 
gether upon the plane of man’s fallen 
and lost condition. Aw men have sinne 
and come short of the glory of God. 
All have sinned in Adam and ‘have inher- 
ited a sinful nature. Alj] men, there- 
tore, are alike guilty before God, and 
one man is n@ better by nature than 
another. 

“God does not esteem a rich man any 
higher than He esteemsg a poor man. 
They both meet together upon the same 
line as sinners before him, . 

“4. The rich and poor also meet to- 
gether in the divine scheme of redeem- 
ing grace. God makes no distinction be- 
tween the rich and poor in His work of 
redemption. The same offer of salvation 
is made to both. It is made to all men. 
God does not love the soul of the rich 
man any more than He loves the soul) of 
the poor man. They are both alike 
precious in the sight of God, and the Son 
of God gave His life a ransom for the 
poor as well as for the rich. Wifh shame 
be it said that the church makes a wide 
distinction between the rich and the poor 
in the honor which it bestows upon the 
rich, to the neglect of the poor. But 
God makes no distinction. He would 
have the rich and the poor meet together 
upon the plane of perfect equality in His 
church. 

“But the rich draw the line in religious 
matters with the poor as they do in so- 
cial life, and therefore the rich and the 
poor do not meet together as they should 
upon the plane of a common brotherhood 
in Christ. 

“This is one of the great sins of the 
church today. The poor are kecniy sensi- 
tive to this distinction, and hence ere not 
at home in the churches of the rich. As 
the spirit of Christ jis absent 
from the church 2Qad the unholy spirit 
of pride prevails, the rich and poor will 
not and cannot meet together as brethren 
in the Lord. Social distinctions should 
not be known in the church of God, but 
rich and poor, having. but the one Lord, 
one faith and one bantism, should meet 
at the cross of Him who though he was 
rich, yet for the sake of all men became 
poor that all through His poverty might 
be rich.’ 

‘‘At the cross of Jesus Christ all differ- 
ences may be adjusted and all distinc- 
tions should be’ lost. <All men stand at 
that cross upon one common level-—all 
meet there as one common brotherhood in 
Christ. 

“5. The rich and poor shall meet to- 
gether at the judgment seat of Christ. 
Should they meet nodwhere else. they 
shall certainly meet there. The judgment 
is as certain as anything can be. There 
will be no evading the judgment; no one 
will be forgotten or overlooked on that 
day. 
“God hath appointed a day in which He 
will judge the world.” For all must ap- 
pear before the judgment seat of Christ.’

He was but u lad of twelve. ‘The early 
life of Jesus,’" said the speaker, ‘was 
much the same as that of other boys 
of His time and rank. He had the same 
educational advantages, learneq and 
worked at a trade as others did, grew 
up among the same surroundings anid 
came under the same influences as many 
Jewish boys of the period. The unfold- 
ing of His character, His growth and 
development, physical, mental and spirit- 
ual, was gradual and natural, and prob- 
ably not until He was a man of thirty 
did He come into a fll realization of 
who He was and what His mission on 
earth was to be.’’ 

Dr. Jenkins drew many impressive and 
beautiful lessons from the earthly life 
of this God-man and the sermon was one 
of much benefit and pleasure to those 
who heard it. 


Hoste ee eee tests 


ATLANTA UNIVERSITY. 
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Rey. Joseph Hopkins Twichell, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., yesterday, preached the bac- 
calaureate sermon at Atlanta university. 
Rev. Mr, Twichell is a prominent clergy- 
man in New England,’ the senior member 
of the corporation of Yale university. and 
as such he delivered the sermon at the 
recent Yale bicentennial. For many 
years he thas beey Mark Twain's pastor. 
The text of Mr. Twitchell’s sermon was 
Matthew, vi, 9 and 40: “After this man- 
ner therefore pray ye: Our Father which 
art in heaven; Hallowed be Thy name. 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done 
in earth as it is én ‘heaven.”’ 

The preacher said in part as follows: 

“A true prayer is, on one side, ae 
relates to the person praying, the reflec- 


_— 
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tion of the thoughts in which he lives— 
his reigning thoughts. The praver our 
Lord taught his disciples was certainly, 
in every point in which it could be His. 
the mirror of His own mind. And inas- 
much as He taught it to them when 4s 
yet they could pray it in only an im- 
perfect fashion, there is obviously to be 
derived from it the Image of the mind 
He called them to aspire to and to geek. 

“Or, since it was a prayer framed for 
humanity, and is part of His legacy to 
mankind, may we not say that it is an 
authentic portraiture of the mind due 
to manhood in Christ’s idea? 

“It is recognized with practical unani- 
mity everywhere within the pale of Chris- 
tian civilization that the sustained en- 
thusiasm of a high and pure devotion 
centered in a person or in a cause—or 
both, preferably both—is the stamp of a 
surpassing nobleness. It is one mark 
of the advance of humanity that on the 
impression of that quality depends more 
and more the award of the rank of hero. 
Which is to say, that it is more and more 
discerned that the canacity of what is 
best worth calling honorable an@ great 
is the capacity of this loyalty of which 
i: eee ke cS 

“Patriotism is not selfish any more 
than loving your mother is. The due 
service of the law of natural affection: in 
fis whole province is contrary to none 
of those magnanimities that are the 
soul of disintevestedness. The-rather it 
nourishes them all. 

“After all, young men and women of 
the graduating class, what will signify as 
the product ef the work you have done 
vere is net so much any drill or special 
accomplishment you may have achieved, 
however to be prized. as the thoughts 
you have learned to think, the ideas with 
which you have become penetrated, the 
impulses, the tempers that have been 
kindled in you touching your relations to 
that wider community into the’ life and 
action of which you are now to pass— 
your relations to your town or city, to 
your’ state, to your nation, to your 
ehurch, to the ‘human commonwealth and 
fellowship up and down. The mind of 
patriotism will be in you, and the mind 
of philanthropy, or your studies will have 
greatly missed their mark. 

“A d@dincuished statesman af. this 
nation, a man of royal quality, multi- 
fariously conversant with affairs through 
a long series of vears, with occasion. of 
course, above the most to observe the 
meaner side of human nature, testified 
in his old age, in reply to a question 
that decidedly, on the whale. the more 
he had known men the better ‘he had 
thought of them. 

“Another countryman of ours, of some 
note in his day, in declaring that, con- 
trariwise, his experience of men had 
progressively inclined tim to mfisan- 
thropy, said—actually wrote it—that after 
he had become skeptical of the title of 
any man living to his reverence, there 
had remained a few tombs before which 
he uncovered; but that finally he had 
come to keep his hat on even there. 
Drafty places, tombe were, he sneered, 
and he was afraid of catching cold. 

“Unhappy are they who, as thev ad- 
vance in life, grow more and more mock- 
ing. in their judgments of their fellow 
men, till there is _no more any one they 
can trust, any one they can vénerate. 
any one who is a hero to them: till hu- 
man nature wears to them no aspect of 
dignity or worth.: Your education should 
hold you off*from all that dismal pov- 
erty. And in anticipation of the life 
before you there is nothing better to 
wish for you than that you may go on 
still learning from all sources, but from 
Jesus’ Christ above all, the most noble, 
beautiful, benignant enthuslasms, exem- 


plified in Him, and im every ‘Great-Heart’ 
of our race.”
